Regearch Report on Forsign-Trade Poligy.

Important principles.

1. Strive to obtain a balance of imports and exports.

2, Coordination with internal reconstruction plans.

3. Consideration given to internal people's regquirements.

4, Gradually substitute the export of farm products with manufaoctured
goods.

Poligy in the demarcation of state enterprise and private entsrprise.

1. All imported goods shall be managed by the state but wmay be purchased
through private importers.

2. -Bulk exports under state operation shall bs snumsreted, but private
agenocies are permitted to supply goods for export.

3. Apart from gtate~operated export goods, all others shall be managed by
private citizens. An sxport association shall be organized by merchants
in various fislds of business, which shall be under the ocontrol of, end
assisted by, the govermment. In ocase of necessity the government will
bear the losses incurred, Foreign exchange secured through exports
shall be sold to govermment banks after deducting the necessary sales
©xpenses.

Foreign exchange required by permanent establishmeats of the reconstruation
plaas shall be reimbursed through foreign trade. Bxport plens, and the
quantity and kinds of export goode shall be govered ia an over-all program
which shall be distributed to various businesses for execution. The aim
of a balance in imports and exports must be attained.

Foreign exchange required by provisional establishments of the recongtruction
plans shall be reimbursed through oversscas remittances and imporied goods
by privately owned foreign exchange. An over-all program should be
presoribed for encourapement and promotion.
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
